INFLUENZA HAS A REDEEMING QUALITY. 


Insanity Is OCured in Cases Where the 
Grip Was Prevalent. 

Boston, Mass., April 24.—[Special.]—Dr. 
N. E. Paine, Superintendent of the State In- 
sahe Asylum at Westboro, presents a re- 
port relative to the effects of tne recent epi- 
demic of the grip in that institution. Bev-., 
eral marvelous cures from insanity are di- 
rectly attributable to that trouble. Dr. 
Paine in bis medical report thus summarizes 
some of these cures: “One msane woman 
bad been in the nospital ubout nine months. 
When she became feverish her excited and 
incoherent speech left ber and she became 
rawonsl. itappears probable that her mental 
diséase was cured by the influenza, and, 
moreover, in about one-half of its anticipated 
duration. 

*“ Another female patient who was de- 
structive of clothing, furniture, etc., became 
rational during and after the fever, and con- 
tinued so until her discharge. A third pa 
tient, a woman, was a case of acute wahia of 

uerperal origin. The fever of the influenza 
Lelosanned her mentally, and she was dis- 
charged about a week ago. This termination 
was entirely unexpected. 

“A male patient had been in the hospital 
eight months, had delusions of suspicion, be- 
lieved that his food was poisoned, that poison 
was sprinkled upon him at night, heard false 
voices and showed no signs of improvement. 
After the influenza he lost his delusions and 
talked about them as something that had 
passed. 

Dr. Paine in conclusion says: “Seven of 
the eighty-six patients attacked by the infiu- 
enza appear to have recovered, or about 8 per 
cent. Much more important, however, is this 
conciusion—that five of the seven would 
never have recovered if the epidemic had 
passed by without entering the hospital.”

Baitimore Corn and Fiour Exchange Gives 
Reasons for Its Position. 

Barrimmore, Md., April 24—[Special.]— 
The special committee appointed by the Corn 
and Fiour Exchange to look into and report 
upon the Butterworth bill now pending in 
Congress relative to dealing in “options and 
futures” prepared a memorial which has 
been unanimously adopted by the exchange 
and will be presented to Coneress. It says: 

The whole system of contracting ahead for 
produce is as natural, as apsolutely and legiti- 
mately useful as are promises to receive-and pay 
money at sixty, ninety, or 120 days ahead. 

Every little village has its facters and dealers, 
who are contracting for the orops in their neigh- 
porhood and selling them elsewhere, to be 
distributed as harvested or needed, and 
every. nation in Europe is represented 
here the year round, negotiating for the future 
wants of its consumers. Should we not be abie 
to furnish them they can readily be supplied by 
India. Russia, South America, and many other 
quarters, which have learned to appreciate the 
advantages of fixed prices for future deliveries.

The Police Have Several thenenne for Believ- 
ing That He Is Not in the River. 


6's may have carried the body out into the 


lake, while others ridicule that theory be- 
cause the Bridgeport pumping works were 
unusually active that night and the current 
was in the opposite direction. 

But the chief reason why the police now 
have no hopes that the river will give up its 
dead is that they believe the river has no 
dead Davidson in its dirty bosom. : 

They do not say so directiy but the detec- 
tives pretty plainly indicate that Davidson 
was neither murdered nor accidentally fell 
into the fiver, but that he has “skipped the 
town” and ieft his shoes and hat behind 
him to misiead anxious and interested in- 
guirers. 

Simons, the painter on the steamer Puri- 
tan, which returned from its triv to St. Joe 
yesterday, denies that he had beard, as re- 
ported, an outcry and a spiash in the river at 
the time that Davidson was supposed to have 
been hurled in, and he thinks he could Have 
beard the sounds of either, as when he was 
sitting in the boat he was not more than 60 
feet from where the shoes and hat were 
found. The first he knewof the incident 
was, he says, through a man coming up to 
him along the dock and telling him that a 
man had fallen into the nver. This man he 
describes as well dressed in dark clothes 
with a white shirt and “Piccadilly” 
collar. ang wearing a pocket or 
‘cigarette’ hat. He could not clearly iden- 
tify the features, but his description as to 
height and clothing, except as to the hat, 
answers Davidson more closely than any of 
the two “bums” with whom he was re 
ported to have been a short time previously. 

Did Davidson own a.soft “pocket hat’? 
Alvord the hatter, on Clark street near Mad- 
ison, with whom Davidson traded, thinks he 
did, but 1s not certain. On te theory of the 
detectives, however, it would not be very dif- 
ficult to secure and conceal one. 

The box which contained his old shoes was 
not, it noW appears, in the river, but on the 


. dock opposite the spot from where the hat 


was fished out. 

Davidson was of rather a sportive disposi- 
tion and frequentec pool-rooms and other 
places where “good fellows congregate.”” On 
the night of his disappearance (Tuesday 
last) the police have found that he borrowed 
money at the Garden City Billiard Hall, Mus- 
sey’s, and tried to borrow at several 
other places as late as 10 o’clock. 
Simons says it was between 10:30 and 10:45 
o’clock when the man told him that some- 
body bad fallen into the river. The check 
for $180, which he displayed, he did ask to 
have cashed while borrowing money. At 
the Garden City Billiard-Hali he was told 
that he might leave his package containing 
his old shoes there until he returned, but he 
refused to do so, and carried them around 
with him in bis travels from one point to an- 
other, - 

The police say that Davidson frequented 
gambling-houses, but was lately refused ad- 


mussion into several of them because he was 


known to be what is called a “kicker ”’— 
that is, if he lost much, he would insist on 
getting it back. . - 

Detective Conway, who has been specially 
detailed on the case, places litile credence in 
the theory that he was murdered or acci- 
dentally fell into the river, and is now pur- 
suing his investigations in a different direc- 
tion. 

Two detectives went last night to No. 1059 
West Polk street, where Mrs. Davidson was 
stopping Tuesday night with her relatives. 
The people there claimed to know nothing of 
her present whereabouts, and seemed to 
take iittle concern in the matter. The 
detectives then went to Ravenswood 
and were equally unsuccessful. The police, 
therefore, have come to the conclusion that 
she has left the city to join her husband at 
some place previously arranged. 


ANOTHER FORTUNE BAY OUTRAGE, 


Eleven Hundred Barrels of Herring Thrown 
from an American Ve«sel.

Sr. Pierre, Miquelon, April 24.—Capt. 
White of the schooner Rapid Transit of 
Gioncester entered Fortune Bay lust month 
under register with salt to procure a cargo 
of herring, baving previousiy taken a 
cargo of frozen herring to Boston under 
bond. After his arrival he was boaraed by 
Customs Officer Muilings, who, on examin- 
ing his papers and finding them correct, en- 
tered and cleared the schooner coastwise 
and demanded the duty on the salt, which 
White paid. He then authorized White to 
load, White’s bonds being redated by Col- 
lector Clinton for that purpose. 

Subsequently, when White’s vessel was 
nearly loaded with herring lawfully pur- 
chased, there arrived the revenue steamer 
Iona, with Judgeand court. Capt. White 
was summoned to appear and was given 
thirty minutes to decide whether to go to jail 
ar Harbor Briton for three months and have 
his ‘cargo confiscated or to retain eighty bar- 
réls of herring, the quantity allowed lishing 
vessels, ana pay a license fee. 

Capt. White replied: “I will do neither,” 

but being compelled to decide, accepted the 
latter option, whereupon Capt. McGrath of 
the Iona sent his crew and threw overboard 
from the Rapid Transit the cargo of 1,100 
barrels of herring, Capt. White stating to 
him at the time: “You do this on your own 
responsibility.”” He then paid §80 to the 
court instead of going to prison. 
' Intense excitement exists among the Amer- 
ican Captains now here on accountof the ar- 
bitrary ruling of the court and tne destruc- 
won of private property, involving serious 
loss and damage to the owners. Capt. White 
returns home with his empty vessel, ana 
there will seek redress for what he considers 
a flagrant wrong and an act of injustice—in 
fact, another Fortune Bay outrage.

The writ was handed to‘Constable George 
Murray and Constablé Murray hired an ex- 
press wagon ijast Satarday afternoon and 
drove down tp No. 2704 Indiana avenue, the 
two-story brick house which Mr. Norton 
rented when he married Lily Post. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morton were out of town and 
the house was occupied: by Mrs. Morton’s 
maid, Mr. Morton’s man, the furniture, and a 
“For Rent” sign. The constable read his 
writ and tramped through the handsome 
parlor. He failed to find the “1 
bed-lounge”’ or the “1 bedroom 
set,” or the “1 Italian image,” or the ‘1 
large mirror,” but he identified the “1 water 
table” and the “4 chairs,” and in order that 
he might make no mistake he gathered in 
three silver trays, pitchérs; and goblets. All 
of these he loaded inte am express wagon and 
drove over to the Columbia Theater. The 
booty was carried into the basement and in- 
spected and the constable'made his return, 
which was accompanied by a statement of 
Lawyer James Fannie Latham to the effect 
that Mr. Morton was notin reach of service. 

MR. MORTON HEARS ABOUT IT, 

Mr. Morton got back to Chicago Sunday 
morning, and when he learned what had 
been done he was disturbed. He put a re- 
volver into his trousers pocket and hurried 
down-town to the home of ‘Mr. Gray, wno 1s 
the husband of Mrs. Morton’s sister. He told 
Mr. Gray that he was going out to look for 
the man who had thus attempted to insult 
him and when he met him he was going to 
shoot him. 

* It was with difficulty Erestrained him,” 
said Mr. Gray. “ Willis Bot-headed and he 
felt that the replevin writ was the result of 
petty spite.”

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BALTIMORE PRESBYTERY FOR REVISION. 


The Decision Reached After an Exciting 
Discussion Over the Question. 

Battimore, Md., April 24.—[Special.}— 
There was an exciting discussion in the Bail- 
timore Presbytery today over the revision 
question. When the fourth recommendation 
of the committee, that the word “other” be 
stricken out of Sec. 8, Chapter 4 of the 
Confession, reading: “Should not marry in- 
fidels, Papists, or other idolaters,’”” was read 
the Rey. J. P. Carter opposed it. He said: 
“All Papists are idolaters and the Confes- 
sion speaks the truth about them; any one 
that bows down before an image of the 
Virgin Mary, St. Joseph, or of anybody else 
is an idolater.” The Rev. Alexander Proud- 
fit opposed the recommendation on the same 
grounds. Be himself had seen Pius IX. 
bow down before the bronze image of St. 
Peter, once the statue of Jupiter, and kiss 
his toe, and if the head of the church set 
such an example the same might be expected 
of his foliowers.

After further debate in a similar 
strain the recommendation was rejected by a 
vote of 30 to 16. 

The fifth recommendation was adopted 
after another sharp discussion by a yote of 
3lto14. The recommendation not to strike 
out from the Confession the expressions 
“anti-Christ” and ‘“‘man of sin” from the 
following deciaration: “There is no other 
head of the church but the Lord Jésus 
Christ, nor can the Pope of Rome in any 
sense be head thereof, but is that anti- 
Christ, that man of sin, and son otf perdi- 
tion that exalteth himself in the church 
against Christ and all that is called God.” 
The Rev. Joseph Carter said he hoped the 
clause would be aliowed to stand asitis. “it 
won’t satisfy the Pope of the Papists,”’ he. con- 
tinued. “{f the Popeexalteth himseif against 
Christ he is the ‘man of sin’ and ‘anti- 
Christ.’’”’ The Rev. Alexanaer Proudfit said 
he had the testimony of Scripture to show 
that there were more anti-Carists than one, 
and he did not approve of stigmatizing the 
Pope as if he were the only anti-Carist. ~The 
reportas a whole was then adopted by a vote 
of 383 to 22, and the Baltimore Presbytery 
placed upon the record for revision. 

New York, April 24.—The Jndependent this 
week publishes returns of the vote of the 
* Presbyterian Church on the revision of the 
Confession of Faith from 170 presbyteries. 
Of these 110 vote for revision, 55 against re- 
vision, and 5do not vote at all.

DETERMINED TO GIVE A BALL, 


The Cause of the Trouble Between Russian 
Students and the Authorities.

Sr. Perersspure, April 24.—At last, after 
many disagreeable scenes, the disturbances 
here with the students seem likely to be 
quietly ended. The first symptoms appeared 
at Moscow, and inavery simple way. The 
students of the Petrosky School of Ag- 
riculture wished to have a 0O0ball, and 
to this the directors of the school ob- 
jected. The students, however, overruied 
the directors and gave a ball, and, as all 
their women friends refused invitations, they 
invited ail sorts of questionable characters 
of the female sex that tneir ball might not 
be a failure. 

Thesé “ladies,” as the night wore on, felt 
themselves ip comfortabie quarters. So 
they staid where they were, and next 
morning when the rector appeared there 
was a scene. The excitement spread to 
other colleges and universities; a petation 
for redress of their liberties was sent to the 
authorities by the students, with the result 
that 500 students were arrested in Moscow 
and the university and all schools were 
closed. 

Students in Russia have no right to collect 
in a body, and, of course, let their wrongs be 
what tney may, no right to offer a petition, 
these two acts bemg severely pun- 
ished. Last week, however, despite all law, 
they committed both of these offenses. The 
disorder then reached its climax and the 
Cossacks and police who. till then were hid- 
den came on the scene and at once proceed- 
ed to make arrests on all sides. In the uni- 
versity 130 arrests were made. All have 
been released now and the outlook 1s peace- 
ful.

LIGHT ON THE JUNGHAUS MYSTERY. 


A Belief That the Peoria German Commit. 
: ' ted Saicide. 

Pzoria, DL. April 24.—[Special. J—It is pos- 
sible that some of the darkness surrounding 
the celebrated Junghaus case will be dissi- 
pated. The body of a man who had passed 
bere under the name of Bernhard Jungbaus 
was on the 8th of March taken from the 
lilinois River bearmg the appearance of 
baving been murdered. He was believed to 
have had a considerable sum in his posses- 
sion when he miet his death. Two or three 
days previous to the discovery of the body 
Junghaus paid visits to his friends and stated 
that he was on the eve of returning to Ger- 
many, where, as he ulways claimed, he orig- 
inally came from. The iast heard of him he 
Was in the company of a notonous couple, 
Billi Luckey and “Kid” Luckey, bis wife. 
After his disappearance and when his body 
was discovered a watch and jewviry belong- 
ing to him were found’ in the possession of 
the Luckeys. A valise belonging to the old 
man was found at his late boarding place, 
which, on being broken apart, was found to 
contain marked linen and other evidence go- 
ing to show that he lived here under an as- 
sumed name. The linen was marked “T. 
Z.” This also corresponded with the initials 
found on the inside of the ring found in the 
possession of the Luckey. woman. There 
was other evidence going to show that Jung- 
haus was not his real name. Evidence was 
wanting to convict the Luckeys of any com- 
plicity in his taking off, and tney were dis- 
charged. 

A letter addressed to Theodore Zogel came 
to Bernbard Junghaus’ late boarding-house 
on Washington street.. The letter was broken 
open by the police authorities today and es- 
tablished almost beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that Junghaus not only lived here 
under an assumed name, but had been en- 
gaged in some shady transactions in his old 
home, and in ail probability was a fugitive 
from justice while he lived in this city. 

The police authorities here believe that the 
letter, which.shows that Junghaus, as he 
was cailed, could not return to Germany, 
long debauch and the consequent 7 
arising therefrom he committed suicide.

was spotted in St. Louis. The Government 
detectives went there immediately, but in 
spite of their efforts the crooks suc- 
ceeded in leaving about 1,000 of the 
bills in the town by the bridge. They 
pext swindled the people in Cincinnati, and 

n eluded the officers. Soon they were at 
work in Indianapolis and every town in that 
part of indiana. Three weens ago the first 
one of the counterfeits was picked up in Chi- 
cago by the cashier at Marshall Field’s retail 
store and was loaned to Capt. Porter of the 
secret service, Numbers of the bogus bills 
have been since aetected in every quarter of 
the city. Ali the banks and big business 
houses were notified to keep on the lookout 
for the counterfeiters, but no one of them

Three men went down Wentworth avenue 


Wednesday evening and passed the 
bills in aimost every store. One 
of them carried a valise full of the 
counterfeits, while the others did 
the “shoving.” A storekeeper near Thirty- 
third street saw that bis bill was ‘*queer”’ 
after the men had gone, and sent out a 
friend, a‘ Deputy Sberiff, to follow them. 
They were caught at Thirty-first street and

At the station it was not at first peppenn 
that the mea were in the business of pass- 
me counterfeit money because only one 
bogus bank note was fouuad in their posses- 
sion.

Yesterday 
morning the vicums began to come in, and 
during the day twenty persons who had been 
defrauded notified the officers at the atation.

THOUGHT it MEANT IMMUNITY. 


Policy-Shep Keepers Claim to Have Paid 
S25 a Week to a Lawyer. 

City Prosecutor May and several Central 
Btation detectives are waiting to hear Law- 
yer R. A. W. James explain things. A num- 
ber of policv-shop keepers were arrested 
Tuesday night and locked in the armory 
station. In the morning, when the cases 
against them were continued by Justice 
Bradwell, the keepers bitterly compiained to 
the City Prosecutor, deciaring their 
arrest was an outrage under the circum- 
stances. When questioned one of the men 
from No. 304 Ciar&k street said that the poiice 
had no right to arrest the policy-shop men 
and raid weir places of business when they 
lived up to the agreement with Attorney 
James and paid $25 every Wednesday night. 
Mr. May declared that he did not be- 
heve James had promised them immunity 
and the keeper immediately replied that he 
bad in his possession a letter from James, ip 
which that lawyer guaranteed the policy- 
shop people protection provided they paid $25 
every week. 

The City Prosecutor notified Officers Am- 
stein ana Miller of the Central, and told 
them to get possession of the letter at all 
bazards. Miller went to the keeper and 
threatened him with some old executions 
which had been issued against him but sus- 
pended. The pohcy-shop man was fright- 
ened, and finally gave up the letter. In this 
paper the lawyer says that he will send his 
typewriter to the keeper every Wednesday 
night tor the $25, and states that as long as 
the payments are regular the policy-shop 
men need not fear, for his—Lawyer James’— 
services are at their command. In view of 
the fact that James is a lawyer of good repu- 
tation the most reasonable supposition is 
that he accepted the weekly fee merely as a 
retainer. Nevertheless, it is true that the 
policy-shop fellows understood the weekly 
payment of money to mean immunity from 
arrest. The letter is now in possession oi 
City Prosecutor May.

Michael Purletl of No. 69 Washburn ave- 
nue said at the time of the explosion he had 
charge of the engines located in the main 
buildimg and in the powder-rooms. He had 
shut the mills down, ana was about to stop 
the engines when the crash of we expilusion 
came. He had heard the workmen say they 
were afraid of the possibility of an explosion 
in the starch-room. The room was often full 
of starch dust. He thought it was this dust 
which bad exploded. 

At the afternoon session Dr. Arno Behr, 
the Superintendent of the refinery, was put 
upon the stand. He has entire control of 
the immense refinery and its articles of pro- 
duction, of which there are about a dozen. 
He described the process 
manufacture of starch and 
formation into an organic composition 
known as British gum and gum-dextrine.

The doctor 
said that a very littie dust eveuly distributed 
throughout the room would put it into con- 
dition where only a flame was necessary to 
create an explosion. Just before the explo- 
sion he was cailed into the gum-dextrine room 
to look after a fire which had mysteriously 
broken outin one of the kilns.

HIGH-SCHOOL ALUMNI ASSOCIATION. 


Several Interesting Papers Kead Before It 
% : Last Kvening. 

The annual meeting of tne Chicago High- 
School Alumni Association was held last 
night in the rooms of the Board ot Education 
in the City Hall, Presiaent A. G. Lane in the 
chuir. After the reading of the minutes of 
the iast meeting and the report of the Treas- 
urer, which showed a balance of sixteen 
cenisin hand, an amendment proposed at 
the last meeting increasing the number of 
the Vice-Presidents from four to eight was 
carried. On motion the Hon. T. C. MacMi1- 
jan, Miss Lord and Mrs. Danforth were ap- 
pointed a committee to select officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Joseph W. Errant was the first speaker 
and hissubject was “The High School and 
its Work an Essential Part of Our Educa- 
tional System.” Mr. Errant said he 
stood on the affirmative side of the question 
and he believed that it should be connected 
with the educational system. If it were pos- 
sinle he would do away with text-bonks aito- 
gether and have the teachers so grounded 10 
their subject as to teach direct.- A pupil 
came to think that all there was on the sub 
ject was what was contained in the text- 
oooks and thus he became narrowed in 
thought. What was the use of learning the 
differént governments existing ‘if they did 
not know the reason why they exist and why 
they deciine? The whole line of work was not 
sufficiently applied nor sufficiently practical. 
There was not suffisient regard for the 1n- 
dividuality of the pupil. The going through 
of certain lines by pupils did not build up we 
kind of citizenship they wanted, but built up 
those who were willing to adopt some partic- 
ular standard or follow some one else. They 
could gimost tell the paper a man read by tha 
opinions he enunciated. This idea of taking 
some one else’s dictim must have an origin 
someway, and it seemed to him that it was 
in the educational system. If they had not 
time to think for themseives or thought that 
the pursuit of gain was the only thing, so 
much the worse for that educational system 
that developed snch an idea. The citizen- 
ship they wanted and that the country want- 
ed would not come outof a system that did 
not bring out moré individual development. 

Mrs. Charies Henrotin was to have read a 
paper on the educawon of girls, but owing to 
her absence by sickness her essay was read 
by her sister, Miss Kate Byam Martin, who 
said the title was “* What the High School 
Could Do for Girls.” The old education, she 
said, made skiliful housekeepers, but, stran 
to say, the giris did not like it and rarely 
transferred their knowledge to their daugh- 
ters. Where manual labor was divorced 
from sentimentathe young felt a feeling of 
degradation which they never overcame. 
The homes needed the school to dignify the 
labor. The great question was manual train- 
ing in connection with the public-school 
system.

VARIOUS VIEWS ON TAXATION, 


The Sunset Clab Discusses the Subject at 
the Paimer House. 

The Sunset Club met last night at the 
Palmer House, and 150 members attended. 
Frederic W. Root was the Chairman of the 
evening and the subject for discussion was 


“Taxation.” 

A. M. Pence confined his remarks to the 
question of local taxation. He advocated the 
appointment by the city of a commission to 
visit the European countries and the differ- 
ent States of the Union, whose business 
would be to study the question. He advo- 
cated the abolishing of ail attempts 
at taxation on ‘ personal property. 
The rsonal tax in Chicago in 1875 
was 000,000, and in 1888 was $37,000,- 
000. The personal tax had actually dimin- 
ished in the last fifteen years in Chicago, 
white the value of personal property had in- 
creased fivefold in the same period. He op- 

sed it because the property could not be 
ound or ascertained, and because 
it was ordinarily a double taxation. 
In its place he would supply a succession 
tax—a tax on all property which went to 
relatives of deceased persons through a pro- 
bate court, and a collateral tax paid by those 
who received estates from persons n0t rel- 
atives. He also advocated a license tax on 
every kind of business. 

Ciinton Furbish, a single tax advocate, 
favored a tax upon the franchises granted to 
corporations, by which means a sufficient 
revepue for every purpose could be secared 
and leaveafund tobedivided among the 


citizens. 

D. Hammer thought personal prop- 
erty should be taxed to the full and that it 
could be found. E. O. Brown believed not in 
licenses, but in a tax on real estate. Stephen 
A. Dougias believed in assessing property at 
its full value, and personal rather than real 
property. Louis Jackson believed m a tax 
of bD cents on every es aes C. ~ 
Roys thought that personal property consis 
ed of luxuries should be taxed rather 


than the home.

THE CAUCUS SILVER BILL. 


The Silver bill agreed upon by the Repub- 


lican caucus commijtees of the Senate and 
House is in substance the measure recom- 
mended by Secretary Windom, with few 
changes. Instead of the original provision 
that owners of silver could deposit bullion 
and receive certificates in exchange tne bill 
as recast requires the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to puronase the bullion and odin it or 
issve notes against it as he may think best. 
As a matter of course the popular demand 
would be for the certificates or notes, which 
the people greatly prefer to the buixy silver 
coin, and the probability is that notwith- 
standing the discreuon allowed him to coin 
bullion the Secretary would merely stack it 
up in the Treesury vaults ana pay out the 
notes for circulauon. The preference of the 
people for convertible paper over heavy, 
bulky coin isshown by the fact that while the 
standard dollars now in circulation amount 
to barely one per head of pepulation the 
silver certificates issued against them are in 


dom bill that the notes shall be redeemable 
in silver bullion at market value on the day 
of presentation, the present measure pro- 
vides fora compulsory annual purchase of 
bullion to the amount of 4,500,000 ounces, pro- 
vided the market rate does not exceed $1 for 
871.25 grains of pure silver. The ounce troy 
contains 480 grains. As this means that the 
purchase of silver and issue of notes may be 
suspended only when silver is brought to par, 
it 1s clear that a heavily imcreased issue of 
silver certificates must prevail until that 
time is reached or wie law is changed. The 
bill contemplates an immediate increase in 
the issue of silver certificates from the pres- 
ent rate of about $2,500,000 a month to at 
least $5,000,000; and more if silver bailion 
should increase in value. This is not only 
greatly inexcessof the (maximum coinage 
allowed under the present law, but is suffi- 
cient in amount to absorb the annual output 
of the silver mines of this country and Mex- 
ico, or nearly so, and is evidently intended 
for that purpose. The entire silver product 
will be turned into money and the circulat- 
ing medium will be inflated to the extent of 
at least $60,000,000 per annum to start with. 
The siiver proiucers of the United States 
and Mexico will be assured a market at the 
bighest prices for their entire output, while 
the addition te the currency will be heavy 
enough to remeve all ground for complaint 
about contraction on account of the steady 
retirement of National bank notes. 

The provisions in the. original bill requir- 
ing all foreign bullion to be stamped at the 
custom-houses and forbidding its use as the 
basis for notes or certificates are omitted 
from the caucus bill, but that which main- 
tains the present mint regulations for deter- 
mining the quality of the bullion 1s carefully 
preserved. Evidently the framers of the 
bill believe that when the United States un- 
dertakes to absorb the entire silver product 
of the mines of this country and Mexico and 
relieves the world’s markets to that extent 
the effect must be to enhance the value of 
the metai abroad as well as at home and pre- 
vert the United States Treasury being a 
dumping ground for foreign stocks. If $25.- 
000,000 or $30,000,000 worth of silver now 
thrown on the Lordon market annuaily from 
Mexico, and a few millions from this country, 
shoula be held back and absorbed at home 
there can be no question that the metal 
would appreciate in London, and there 
would be no inducement to send buil- 
ion here from Europe, since it would 
command at our mints only the Lon- 
don commercial rate, and the expenses 
ef ocean shipment, msurance, etc., would 
have to be deducted. The probabilities are 
that while this scheme is one of pronounced 
inflation it will nevertheless cause an ad- 
vance in the prize of silver, and prepare the 
the way for other natsons to profit by the 
experience of the United States and tend to 
induce them to join in establishing bimetal- 
lism by international agreement. On the other 
hand, it must be remembered that in the form 
of standard dollars, subsidiary silver, certifi- 
cates, greenbacks, and National bank notes 
there are now outstanding over $900,000,- 
OO (not counting the $500,000,000 of gold) 
which are kept at par by public faith in the 
ability of the Government to pay gold on 
demand. The greenbacks have a special 
reserve behind them of $100,000,000 in gold, put 
the other kinds of currency and the coin men- 
tioned are sustained because the Government 
takes them «et par and is itself able to pay 
gold on demand. To add to such a volume 
more of the same character at the rate of 
over $60,000,000 per annum is a matter desery- 
ing of serious consideration, but if the ex- 
periment is to be undertaken it would be 
hard to think of any precautions and safe- 
guards which are not included in the pending 
bill That measure answers the overwhelm- 
ing popular demand tor silver inflauwon, but 
aims todo so with the minimum of risk.

Thureday last, the 17tn inst., the New York 
World printed a cvlumn interview with Mr.

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Cleveland. Itis at this point that “Majah” 
Jones of the late “ wah” appears in the con- 
troversy, and we are led by Dr. Dana to infer 
that he was the original cause of the mis- 
chief. On the i6tn of April the “ Majah” 
printed in his paper, the St. Louis Aepubiic, 
a dispatch from ite own correspondent at 
Washington setting forth that Mr. Cieve- 
land had consulted a specialist in relation to 
the abnormal development of fat which was 
smothering his vital organs; that it had be- 
come a disease; that he was gaining twenty- 
five pounds a montb, and wnat he was ordered 
to take daily exercise on a sort of treadmill 
or “‘mountain-climber,” which would grad- 
ually relieve him of his enormous load of 
lard and allow him to live out his natural 
term. This was the cause of the original in- 
terview. 

Such is the history of this famous case to 
date. Itisonly a few weeks ago that tne 
“Majah” over his cups in New York nom- 
inated Mr. Cleveland as the Democratic can- 
didate for the Presidency in 1892 in a maudlin 
harangue, for which he was called down by 
his tipsy, roystering associates at the ban- 
quet. Are we to understand that the *‘ Ma- 
jah” is in league with Dr. Dana to defeat 
Cleveland’s prospects by ridicule? Is he se- 
cretiy smiting that good man and profes- 
sional reformer while publicly posing as his 
henchman? Is he a heelerot Hillin dis- 
guise! 

DISCRIMINATIONS ON CANADIAN CANALS. 

By the treaty of Washington of 1871 it was 
agreed that the Americans should have the 
use of the Welland, St. Lawrence, and other 
Canadian canals “on terms of equality with 
the inhabitants of the Dominion,” the United 
States giving to the Canadians the use of 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal, and allowing 
Canadian vessels to come inte Lake Michi- 
gan and take cargoes at Chicago for Canadian 
points. 

It has been claimed for some tims that the 
spirit at least of the treaty had been ryio- 
lated by the Dominion Government, and that 
better terms were given to Dominion than to 
American vesseis using the Weliand Canal. 
Senator Cuillom of the Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce in a report just made says: 


An unjust discrimination is made by Canada 
against American vessels on the lakes in the 
matter of entrance and clearance fees, Vessels 

assing through the Welianag Canai bouni to 

ontreal bave a rebate made of a portion of the 
tolls paid for canal passage; but if bound to any 
American port or to the St. Lawrence River no re- 
bate is made. This, the report claims, is a viola- 
oy of the provisions of the treaty of Washing- 

Ln. ; 


From all the information which Taz Taris- 
UNE bas been able to gather the discrimina- 
tion is not so much one against American 
vessels as against American routes. What- 
ever is done is done with the object of forc- 
ing freight to Montreal and diverting it from 
Oswego, Ogdensburg, and other American 
ports on Lake Ontario. It is alleged, for in- 
stance, by Government officers at Oswego 
that a vessel passing through the Welland 
and continuing on to Montreal, or transship- 
ping freight for that point at Kingston, gets 
a rebate of the Welland toils, while if the 
vessel went to Oswego and sent its freight 
to ‘the seaboard via the Oswego and Erie 
canals it would get no rebate. 

There has not been made public, however, 
any positive evidence of the actual repay- 
ment of tolls. Judging by acircular of the 
Dominion Government the matter is done in 
another and more ingenious way. It is pro- 
vided that all goods westward bound which 
have paid full toll through the whole line of 
the St. Lawrence canals, the Lachine Canal, 
or the Ottawa and Rideau shali be allowed to 
pass free through the Welland, and that all 
goods eastward bound which have paid full 
toll through the Welland shall be allowed to 
pass free through the St. Lawrence canals 
to Montreal, or through the Ottawa and 
Rideau. 

It will be seen that this is not a matter of a 
rebate. It is simply giving a lower rate to 
any one who uses the entire system of Do- 
minion canals. If an American vessel, hav- 
ing passed through the Welland, were to 
keep on to Kingston and Montreal it would 
pay no tolls on the lower canals, and would 
be on “terms of perfect equality” with a-Ca- 
nadian vessel. No vessel, however, having 
paid the Welland tolls will unload at Ogdens- 
burg or Oswego when it can run on, without 
paying a cent more,to Montreal and the 
head of ocean navigation. 

It is a blow at American routes to the sea- 
board, but not at American products or nec- 
essurily ut American ships. The Canadians 
Will doubtless say that where a person uses 
all their canals they can afford to charge 
him less than when he uses only one of them, 
and that therefore they are not acting un- 
fairly. The question is one which should re- 
ceive the prompt attention of the State De- 
partment, and all will doubtless acquiesce in 
whatever course it may recommend 
shall be pursued, for nobody questions 
Mr. Blaine’s Americanism. If it can be 
shown to the satisfaction of the depart- 
ment that the treaty has been violated 
by the payment of rebates, so that 
Americans were discriminated against, the 
attention of the British Minister shouid be 
calied toitatonce. If itis found that while 
the letter of tne treaty of Washington is ob- 
served its spirit is broken it would be well 
to give notice that the United States wishes 
this portion of the treaty to come to an end. 
That will mean that the Canadians who have 
not yet built their own canal at the Sauit 
will be unable to use the American one to 
get in or out of Lake Superior, that their 
vessels will have to keep out of Lake Mich- 
igan, and that they cannot ship goods in bond 
from New York, Boston, etc., to Canada. 
Whether they would be the gainers or 
losers by such an arrangement they can 
easily figure out. 


MAY HELPING THE POOL-ROOM GAMBLERS 

Prosecuting-Attorney May has come to the 
rescue of Inspector Ebersold, Mayor Cregier, 
and their friends, the pool-room gambiers. 
May says the law against the latter cannot 
be enforced. How does he know! Would it 
not be better to try whether it can or not? 
What authority has this police-court attor- 
mney to set himself up as a supreme court 
passing on the validity of a statute? It is 
the plain duty of Mr. May and the other mv- 
nicipal officers to enforce the law as they find 
it. They have no right to question its valid- 
ity. If Mr. May wiil not prosecute the cases 
it 18 the duty of the Mayor to remove him. 
it must strike Mr. Cregier and the public as 
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itors, railroad men, etc. The : 
visit to Washington is, as stated by the dele- 
gaies who called at the office of Taz Tarnuns, 
to urge Congress to adopt at the present 
session some legislation which it is claimea 
is absolutely necessary if the Territory is to 
progress and prosper. 

First and foremost the delegates want 
action taken for the immediate settlement of 
all questions pertaining to land grants and 
tiles in the Territory. It must be ad- 
mitted that there has been great retmissness 
on the part of the General Governmenton this 
subject, and few things have done so much 
to delay the settling up of New Mexico, 
Although the Territory became an undisputed 
part of the United States by the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, which was signed forty- 
two years ago, there is an intolerable state 
of confusion as to the title to immense tracts 
of land growing out of grants, generally for- 
geries, alleged to have been made by the 
Spanish or Mexican authorities prior to the 
cession. Much trouple would have been 
saved both in California and New Mexico if 
the Government bad at an early day, when the 
questions involved were fresh in the minds 
of men, passed on and settled for all time 
these Mexican grants, often vague and un- 
certain, bounded by indefinite mountain 
peaks and indeterminate streams. But it 
failed to do so and the manufacture of bogus 
grants or the amplifying of genuine ones has 
beer a profitable industry ever since. Itisa 
matter of little consequence how these claims 
are disposed of. The main thing is to get 
rid of them. 

Another request which the delegates will 
make will be that secs. 16 and 36 of each 
township, the school lands, shail be given to 
the Territory at once, and shail not be with- 
held till it is a State, as has hitherto beep the 
custom, There is a question as to the wis- 
dom of doing this without qualification. At 
present the lands are safe, These sections 
are reserved from entry, 80 that no matter 
how valuable the land may be it can never 
pass directiy from the Government into pri- 
vate hands. Bui if the Territory were to be- 
come the owner its Legisiature might want 
to do a little good in the present rather than 
@ much greater good in the future. It might 
want to make a scanty meal off its spring 
chickens and be without the patience to wait 
till they grew into hens and bore interest in 
the shape of other chickens. Had Chicago 
been in less of a haste to dispose of its school 
section its rents from school lands wouid 
have been enormous and its taxes low. 

Therefore if Congress is moved to change 
its immemorial custom and let the Territory 
have these lands it should couple with the 
grant the condition that they cannot be sold 
for at least twenty years. Let them be 
rented, and whatever they bring in wili be 
that much gained for the schoois, but let 
there be no parting with the fee, at least till 
the Territory becomes a State. The dele- 
gates are also anxious to get iands for uni- 
versity purposes, for their agricultural col- 
lege, and for a school of mines. There can 
be objection to setting.apart a portion of the 
public domain tor thegepurposes, but as with 
the school lands it woulda probably be safer 
not to allow the grants to be disposed of till 
they are much more Valuable than they now 
are. 

Another request which will be made of 
Congress, which is not as unreasonabie as it 
may seem at the first blush, is that a portion 
of the arid lands belonging to the Govern- 
ment be given to the Territory to help it in 
the work of building great irrigating canals 
and water reservoirs, and thus adding large- 
ly to its area of cultivable land, of which pro- 
portaonately it has so little. The New-Mexi- 
cacs say: “Congress has given to many 
States theswamp lands within their limits 
because they were valueless till drained. It 
should, by parity of reasoning, give us the 
arid lands, which are valueless unless they 
are wet. When such a grant is made we can 
expend money in the construction of canals 
which will benefit the lands of private inai- 
viduals and also these donated lands, and the 
money thus derived from the sale of the lat- 
ter thus inereased in value will go toward de- 
fraying the expenses of the work."’ 

It is now proposed to cut immense irriga- 
tion canals 200 miles long on each side of the 
Rio Grande. For a good part of their course 
they will ran over Government lands, where 
they will at least need the right of way. To 
make these canals offective impounding res- 
ervoirs will have to be built up among the 
mountains. It will be seen, therefore, that 
no small amount of money will be required, 
and it is a debatable question whether a 
grant by the Government of lands which are 
at present worth nothing toit or anybody 
else is not eminently proper. 

There appears to be no haste on the part of 
the New-Mexicans to assume the expensive 
responsibilities of Statehood and to get out 
from under the protecting wing of the Fed- 
eral Government. They seem to wish simply 
to make the wilder ness blossom like a rose, 
to add to their flocks and herds, and develop 
their mineral and agricultu rai resources. if 
Congress can lawfully do anything to aid 
them in these laudable efforts it should not 
withhold its helping hand. 


PARSIMONY IN THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE, 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions is moving once more in the matter of 
bringing up the diplomatic service of this 
country to somewhere near the level of im- 
portance with that of other Powers, and so 
accrediting our representatives to them that 
they may really reflect the dignity and stand- 
ing of this country and not be obliged to 
give way in precedence to the representa- 
tives not;only of first-class but even in some 
cases of third-rate Powers. In pursuance of 
this purpose the committee has amended the 
Diplomatic Appropriation bill by giving the 
title of Ambassador to our Ministers to Great 
Britain, France, Germany, end Russia, in- 
stead of the cumbersome and meaningless 
title of “Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary " which they now wear, the 
salary, however, to remain at $17,500 as now 
and each Ambassador to continue paying 
house rent. 

So far as the change of title is concerned 
the amendment is proper. It should have 
been made long ago, as Tuas Trisune 
bas always contended. But while it is 
proposed to increase the importance of the 
representatives of this country at Lona- 
don, Paris, Berlin, and St. Petersburg, why 
should they be sull further bumiliated by re- 
taining the present meager salary while by 
the very increase of weir importance their 
expenses must increase? It isan outrage to 
compel a man to represent 
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sentative can keep up the state of his high 
office out of his private purse, Mr, 
Morton or Whitelaw Reid could do 
it in. Paris, where ¢x-Gov. 
or ex-Gov. Noyes could not. Mr. Astor could 


do itn Italy, where Mr. Statlo or Prof. Marsh 


could not, The costof living in these four 


Capitals is continually increasmg. Are we | 


to send only millionaires to represent us 
without any consideration of diplomatic 
ability? 

The Governments of these four Powers end 
of several others, even including the Cnhi- 
pese, own their own buildings in Washing- 
ton. Their representatives don’t have to hire 
furnished houses at heavy rentais. If the 
United States would do no more than to hire 
and furnish dwelling houses for its Ambas- 
sadors in London, Paris, Berlin, and St. 
Petersburg they could manage to scratch 
along on their present salaries. As it is pow 
they must either hire a house or livein a 
boarding-house, If they hire a house at all 
corresponding to the necessities of their of- 
fice they have to pay the larger part of their 
salary for it. They must keep a carriage 
driver, footman, butler, and servants, and 
are expected to entertain, To do this they 
must be rich or they must far outlive their 
income, If, not being rich, they go into 
boarding-houses or hve so as not to 
go. into debt then they are consid- 
ered mean and parsimonious. The salary 
of these Ambassadors should either be 
raised to $25,000 a year or tne Government 
should muke a sufficient appropriation to pay 
the rent of a furnished house and keep itin 
order for the occupant and his successors. 
The present treatment of its representatives 
by this Government is mean, shabby, and 
contemptible. Itis mortifying to Americans 
who stay at home and humiliating to the 
thousands of Americans who go abroad 
every year. The people of this country do 
not expect it and are not responsibie for it. 
It is wholly due to the. niggardliness of Con- 
gresstnen who would be quick to increase the 
salaries and give the representatives of this 
country a position abroad comporting with 
the power and wealth of the country if they 
could secure any political advantage by it. 


It Will Be Felt,

Richmond, Ky.; E. Corrigan, K 

Seoggan Bros., Louisville; Tom Kiley, 
Campbell, P. M. West, Sam Bryant, F. M. 
Berry, and many others that are familiar faces 
on both the Eastern and Western race-tracks. 

Sixty-one head sold for a total of $74,575, an 
average of $1.22 Thirty-four colts averaged

B., and the Iroquois colt out of Ban- 
dana, but Col. Bruce, acting for Dwyer Brothers, 
secured the former while R. W. Hall got the 
latter, each bringing $3,000. 

Throughout the. bidding was spirited and the 
sale goes on record as one of the most successful 
ever held.

The jury Tuesday, nearing this evidence, re- 
fused to omer Mrs. Coulson insane. Yester- 
day morning she showed signs of incoherency, 
another jury was empanelied, and this time she 
was adjudged distracted and for the fourth time 
tuken to the asylum at Jacksonville. Her story 
about the mad-house scenes finds credence here 
among goou people, who think a healthy investi- 
gaviee of our State insane asylum would do no 

arm.
